We  have  purchased  69  new  books  this  year  and  we  also  ac- 
knowledge the  receipt  of  45  books  given  to  the  library,  as  will 
be  seen  by  the  librarian's  report. 

The  time  is  near  at  hand  when  more  commodious  quarters 
than  any  dwelling  house  affords  must  be  secvired.  Realizing 
this,  several  of  our  summer  people  have  assured  us  of  support  in 
the  way  of  furnishings  and  interior  decorations  if  we  will  take 
the  academy  building  for  library  purposes,  providing  the  town 
will  appropriate  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  to  put  it  in  good 
repair,  and  with  this  end  in  view  we  have  asked  the  town,  by  an 
article  in  the  warrant,  for  $100  with  which  to  repair  the  said 
academy  building.  By  so  doing  we  would  then  have  room  to 
make  available  to  the  patrons  of  the  library  the  magazines  and 
pamphlets,  which  are  yearly  given  to  us,  that  now  have  to  be 
packed  away  for  want  of  room.

Report  of  Board  of  Health 

FOR  THE  YEAR. 

At  the  close  of  another  year,  the  coldest  ever  remembered  by 
the  oldest  inhabitant,  we  are  happy  to  record  the  fact  that  it  has 
also  been    an  unusually    healthy,  happy  and  prosperous  one. 

About  the  middle  of  January  a  report  came  to  us  that  a  case 
of  small  pox  had  appeared  at  Enfield,  when  we  at  once  institut- 
ed measures  to  protect  so  far  as  possible  our  people  against  the 
disease,  so  requested  those  who  had  advertised  dancing  parties, 
and  other  promiscuous  gatherings,  to  postpone  them  until  all 
danger  was  past,  which  all  had  either  done  or  were  willing  to  do, 
and  then  the  Reporter  asked  all  our  people  to  use  all  the  care 
possible  in  their  intercouse  with  those  coming  from  Flnfieid,  who 
had  or  might  have  been  exposed  to  the  disease,  "believing  the 
"ounce  of  prevention  etc.,"  prepared  for  the  worst.  Our 
churches,  schools  and  all  social  organizations  were  not  interfered 
with. 

Again,  we  asked  the  School  Boards  to  assist  us  in  seeing  to  it 
that  the  children  in  the  schools  are  all  vaccinated,  as  all  adults 
should  be,  and  such  firm  believers  are  we  in  vaccination,  that 
as  we  have  stated  before,  we  would  make  it  compulsory,  for  all 
old,  as  well  as  young. 

Mumps  (Parsotitis)  has  been  and  still  is  having  a  great  run, 
at  Canaan,  and  it  has  spread  to  other  parts  of  the  town,  brought 
here,  we  understand,  from  Enfield. 

We  renew  our  recommendation  of  years  ago,  that  the  water 
running  through  the  south  part  of  the  village,  be  carried  to  the 
river,  back  of  the  hotel,  or  beside  the  road  in  front  of  it,  to  save 
the  great  expense  of  cleaning  the  ditch  out  every  year  with  its 
attendant  dangers.  We  have  heard  no  complaints  of  a  lack  of 
water,  in  Canaan,  thanks  for  the  fine  water  service.
